All however must bo 
mote or loss retarded from lime to time Irom 
the wnht of a sufficient amount of money to 
meet the constantly increasing demand, 
rite rates of discount charged by our char- 
tered Banks, ranging from ouo and a-hall per 
cent for thirty days to two per cent for ninety 
days, niul the shll higher rales ex- 
acted by privuto capitalists show what n 
aryc muigin Ik-re is for tho profitable in- 
vestment of European capital in this country. 
And Ihis.notwithstanding die ever-incraasiug 
productions of our ^ohl mines, must oontinuo 
to be the ease.

Wo lenru from a private source 
that a whole mountain of iron has been recent 
ly discovered— our vast forest of the finest 
ship building timber in tho world ; our fish- 
ing banks; nil these not to speak of our 
mines of gold and >ilver, are resources which 
need the magic touch of capital to reproduce 
in the Pacific the scenes that moot one's view 
in that island-hive of nations off the western 
coasi of Europe.

If it be true that a republican form ol 
government cannot long exist in the absence 
of public virtues among tho people, where 
that kind of institution obtains, then the 
Californinns, according to their own showing, 
aie in some need of a general reformation 
if they would be a healthy portion of the 
Ureal Republic. It is not by the prevalence 
of such corruption as the public journals of 
that Slate have been lately commenting upon, 
that they can expect lo prolong tho existence 
of republican institutions on tho continent of 
America. Wc do not think, however, that 
California is in oilier respects any worse than 
other Slates of the Union, but the develop- 
ments brought to light by Mr. Brown, the 
special agent of the Treasury Department of 
the Unilod Slates, respecting the conduct of 
public officers in that Slale, show things to 
be in a pretty bad condition. Mr. Drown 
may be looked upon as having been in some 
m ensure a sort ol deteclive for the Fudcral 
Government, One would consequently ex- 
pect that his arrival upon the coast would 
have caused some trepidation among the 
officials whose doings were to bo inquired 
into, but it Beems they have become so 
accustomed to do wrong that they believed 
it lo be right. As the San Francisco 
Jlullelin remarks, speaking ol officials con- 
necled with the customs and Mint : " By 
the time Mr. Brown arrived they had com- 
menced to look upon merchants and other* 
as legitimate subjects for plunder, nnd ilie 
only diDsrencc between the old and new olli- 
cers consisted in this : that the Democratic 
band bad some innate impression that pilfcr- 
fering constitutes crime, whereas the new 
r.qmcrs had an idea that robhinj; merchants 
by extra sampling, dtayage, and kindred nets, 
was an immunity which ihey had secured 
Irom Government, and that all they could 
receive in this way constituted legitimate 
" pickings." It was deemed perfectly legiti- 
mate Hi retain in the Mint a Jin-. ii who would 
take gold from a melting-pot uud appropriate 
it lo his own use; and in the Appraiser's De- 
partment it was not considered wrong to claim 
choice wines, brandies, etc., lo the value ol 
thousands of dollars, under a plea that they 
were necessary samples to protect Govern- 
ment agents ngninSI fraud; and in the dray- 
Bgo; it was politically holiest to pay from 
eighteen to twenty one cents per package foi 
all merchandise taken to ilio Appraiser's 
store, when drayago was in reality worth no 
more than eight cents. " 

Here we see a< plainly as possible the evils 
resulting from the American system of Gov- 
ernment appointments. The appointees are 
men who have fought for the party in power. 
They consider their four years' tenure of of- 
fice as the reward ol their political labors — 
as their opportunity ol making money, no 
mailer at whose expense. After that time, 
they nre pr: pored to go out. There h little 
or no incentive towards endeavoring, by good 
conduct, to deserve n long leiue of office; In 
this respect wo must consider our mode of 
appointment, 'hat is, during good comb ct, s 
fur superior to that of our neighbors, 

The shortcomings ol California are not. 
howevor, confined to corruption in Ffder, 1 
offices. Tho system of bribery puisued du- 
ring the recent eleclion for Uni'ed Stntes 
Senator, and more recently, il is alleged, 
among tho members ol the Legislature at 
Sacramento lo carry out a moasuro relating 
to Han Francisco wharves, ilium thore'i somc- 
rhlr.0 rotten In the stale of Denmark.

Wo obtain the following intelligence from 
Cariboo from Mr. William Griffin, who 
arrived on tho Enterprise yesterday, lie left 
Williams Creek on tho "th April. W.cuthcr 
mild, about two to three foot of snow ; sev- 
crul showers of rain before he left. Miners 
were in good health and spirits. There was 
plenty of work, wages front 310 to $16 per 
day. Nu idle men on the Creek e.\ccpt those 
wdio would not work. Flour wns ?1 per lb.; 
bacon SI 30 ('(i, SI 50; beans GO coots nnd 
no demand. JN'o demand for rice ; coffee 
$2 75 ; tea S3 00; su»ar SI 50, very little 
on hand; co miles S2 f>0 ; beef 40 and 50 
cenls ; inulton 40 cents. Packing was 0(1 
cents per round from Forks of (luesucllo to 
Williams Creek, with tobo<;ans on the snow. 
Some rneu made as high as Silo per day 
packing a distance of about GO mile3. The 
truil was good, occupying a day and a half 
in crossing it without a load. 

Davis was packing with twelve animals 
from the Fotks of QuCSltolle to the mouth of 
Keith ley's Creek, feeding them on flour. It 
is a distance of '22 miles. Ho bad driven 
into Williams Creek a flock of sheep. 

Beedv was obliged to stop sleighing his 
gooits to Williams Creek owing to the snow 
being too soft. Ho had taken his goods to 
tho mouth of Keith ley's, and was going into 
Williams Creek to sell them. 

All the claims at work wero doing very 
•veil. Tnere were si.t claims taking out pay 
—Black Jack Company, Loring & Dillor, 
Canadian Co., Barker Co.. Rowley Co., and 
Cameron Co. A great many claims were 
nearly ready for taking out and by this time 
thnro are twenty claims ; all they were wait- 
ing for was water to wash tho dirt. 

Black Jack claim paid 223 ounces the day 
.Mr. Griffin left. On Tuesday, March 31st, 
they cfeaned up in 10 hours the sum of 285 
oz., or $4560: on April 1 3 tit took out 2G0 
oz.,or $4160 ; in April 2nd, ton hours work,

Tlio steamer Eliza Anderson arrived 
yesterday, bringing two days later war news : 

New York, April 6th — The Columbia 
from New Orleans 1st, has arrived. 

Nkw Youk, April '.) — me louowing was 
received per tho Columbia ; The steamer 
Honduras from the Rio Grande, with 2l',0 
Texan refugees, reports that on the 7lh 
March, a rebel force of 150 men marched in- 
to Mexico and captured Col. Davis of Texas, 
and Capt. Montgomery or tho same regi- 
ment. The Mexican authorities demanded 
their release. Col. Davis was given tip, but 
Montgomery wns not released. Information 
says he was hung by the rebels. They were 
both taken from the house of the Mexican 
commander, 

A Federal schooner, with a cn.-go valued at half 
a million of dollars, was captured by the rebels. 

The Governor of Texas, in a letter to tlio Legis- 
lature, declining re-election, says he will take no 
more active part in the war. 

The gunboat Diana wns captured by rebels 
at Patiqrsnhville. A number of officers nnd 
privates were killed. Two companies of 
soldiers on board were captured. 

There is no confirmation of the roport that 
the rebels wero evacuating Port Hudson.

When the war broke out in tho Slates it 
amused to foreigners to observe how ginger- 
ly American newspapers talked about treason. 
At first the Southerners were fire eaters, nest 
secessionists, afterwards rebels, and it wa3 
quito a while before tho old-fashioned Eng- 
lish word " traitor" would lit the Yankee 
mouth. It is now, however, flung in. the 
teeth of tho Confederates with as natural an 
air ns though Brother Jonathan had been 
familiar with treason for a thousand years. 
Our cousin is tin apt scholar, .equal to 
tho occasion, if we may judge from Iho fol- 
lowing summary of Iho laws recently enacted 
against treason, which we quote from tho S.

Section 3 suys every person guilty of eith- 
er at the'above offences shall ue forever af- I 
ter incapable and disqualified to hold any of- 
fice under the United Stales. 

Section 5 says lliat all the estate, proper- 
ty, money, slocks, credits and effects of per- 
sons engaged in armed rebellion against tlio 
Government of the Un'ted Slates, or w ho aid 
or abet such rebellion, shall be seized, and 
the proceeds thereof applied lor the support 
ol the b'.S, Army— and all sales, transfers, 
or conveyances of any such property shall be 
null and void — and i l shall be a sufficient bar 
lo any ?uil brought by such person for the 
posession or the use of such property, to al- 
lege and prove that he is an offending party 
against the Uoverumont as described in the 
an. 

Section 7 says, lo secure condemnation and 
sale of property after its seizure, proceedings 
in rem. shall bo instituted in the name of the 
United States in any District Court thereof, 
whether real or personal, shall be found to 
have belonged lo a person engaged in rebel- 
lion, or who has given aid or comfort thereto, 
the samo shall be condemned as enemies' 
property, and become thu property of the 
United Statot, and may be disposed of as the 
court shall decree, and the proceeds paid in- 
to the Treasury ol the United States lor the 
purposes aforesaid. 

Section 8 says the several courts above 
mentioned are empowered to muke such or- 
ders, establish such forms of decree and sale, 
and direct such deeds and conveyances to be 
executed and delivered by the Marshals 
thereof, where real estate shall bo tho subject 
of sale ns shall fitly and efficiently effect ihe 
purposes of the Act, and Ycst in purchasers 
ol such property good and valid titles there- 
to, allowing such fees and charges of their 
offices as shall be reasonable and proper. 

Soctiou 14 gives full power to tho United 
Stales courts to institute proceedings, make 
orders and decrees, issue process, and do all 
other tilings necessary to carry the act into 
ellect.

Yesterday tho agents of the com- 
pany in this city received information from 
Washington that a patent hud boeo issued | 
lor the invention which bad been submitted 
to the; naval authorities, and was approved 
by tbctii, with a strong recommendation lor 
Covernraoiit lo build one or more for trial. 
This in volition, if il prove all that tho paten- 
tee claims, will do away with the objections 
to heavy iron olads for sea service, and will 
also admit of such vessels being built so ns 
to bo capablu of a high rate of speed. The 
mnio feature consists in the gun or guns be- 
: ing mounted on a turn-table, which, when 
I nol in aetiou, is intended to remain in tho 
hold. This platform or turn-table whou used 
I is raised by steam power lo the surface of 
the upper deck, and revolving is fired in the 
direction needed; after which it descends to 
be reloaded, during which time a moveable 
iron shield or cover lenders the deck perfect;

ENTLEMEN',— YOU WILL SHORTLY BE 
CJillcd upon to exercise the must sacred 
rights of Britons, in selecting men ni your own 
free will to manage your own local ali'iairs, scruti- 
nize nnd correct the course of Government, and 
adjust and impose taxation, While 1 feel that [ 
havo no especial claims to public support, I do 
claim, In common with my fellow citizens, that I 
havo embarked my capital, brought my family, 
nnd expended somo portion of my past energies 
here; nnd that in a new country like this I have a 
right to aspire to a position in the mangoment of 
its public affairs. I do not seek any office of 
emolument—! have never done so, nor is such my 
aim now. I am content to earn niy living inde- 
pendent of Crown patronage; but the honor of 
representing my fellow citizens is a distinction 
which anv man might be proud of, nnd I nspirc to 
that. I hold the equal rights of all men to be of 
the Brat importance in all eases of legislation, and 
know no distinction of creed, color, or country. 
Every colonist who lias settled in Ihis Coloi y a i 
his future home, is entitled to equal nrivil g* i 
with his neighbor, and for such principles I vwll 
always contend. 

Heaven has given us a line climate, a good har- 
bor, a natural position ns the entrepc! to a great 
part of Washington Territory and Hrilisli Colum- 
bia; and in the pressnt condition of American af- 
fairs so situated that with a FllEB l'OBT and NO 
UhliT of any amount, we can supply a great share 
of the Pacific coast cheaper than tl: ey can possi- 
bly be supplied from elsewhere. 

I am fully alive to the advantages wc possess 
and it is my anxious desire to forward our interests, 
particularly railroad and harbor enterprises; to 
watch and guard against corruption and misguv- 
ernmciit; to sec that equal rights and cheap ad- 
ministration aro preserved; that law costs and law- 
yers arc looked after, without [ ermitling to them 
exclusive privileges or business monopolies; that 
the merchant, tradesman, mechanic and artisan is 
protected and supported; land granted free, or at 
nominal rates to actual settlers, with a view to 
encourage that important interest; speculators and 
laud jobbers checked and frustrated, nnd that the 
nil-pervading rule of Oovr rumen tuflicials, dabbling 
in mines, town sites and public lands, may be 
abolished. 

There are many other public questions of great 
importance upon which I will speak hereafter, as 
thoy cannot be referred to within the limits of 
thi'i address, but if you see lit to honor me with 
your con.idence and support, you may rely that 
for neither inducements of orlice or pulronngc, no 
printing or other jobs will pass without exposure. 
And should it uot he your pleasure to elect me, I 
will support cheerfully whomsoever you think fit 
to elect, so long as they follow n lino of policy 
similar to that 1 have here laid down.
